Title; -Jesus wins His first disr.iples, 
Scripture, John j; 35-51. 

Golden Text; —Thou art the Son of God j 
Thou art the King of Israel I 

, J esu s had grown up through boy¬ 
hood and early manhood ; He had 
received the baptism of the Holy 
Spirit and gone through the hard 
ordeal of the temptation. Now He 
is ready to enter upon His great life 
work. 


Two Minutes 


While John the Baptist is instruct¬ 
ing his disciples, he again points out 
Jesus as the Lamb of God, with the 
evident intention that they shall 
leave him for the greater Teacher. 
Two of them follow Jesus, one was' 
Andrew, the other doubtless was 
John, the. writer of this gospel. 

What are we taught by this win¬ 
ning of these first disciples ? 

First.—“What seek ye ?” was the 
salutation of Jesus. Our Lord al¬ 
ways asks this question of those who 
profess to follow Him. You remem¬ 
ber how He once .told the multitude 
that they followed Him for the 
loaves and fishes. He was careful to 
tell men that in the following of Him 
they invited poverty, loss and shame, 
and that they would better sit down 
and count the cost, before deciding 
to go with Him. What seek ye ? 
Why confess His name ? Why join 
the church ? These men left the 
lesser for the greater ; the prophet 
for the Son of God. What is the 
meaning of the Christian life? Seek¬ 
ing something better ; ever looking 
upward, ever striving to reach the 
heights. No earnest Christian stops 
satisfied at a half-way house. No 
one will be contented to dwell with 
the mere prophet when he may live 
with the Son of God. In your Bible, 
in your church, seek for the Christ. 
Be satisfied to live with no less a per-

Second.—“Rabbi, where dwellest 
thou ? ” “Come and see ! ” If you 
would find the Christ, af you would 
know whether or not there is a Christ, 
go where he is likely to be found. 
Brother, you will not be likely to find 
Him where men gather to swap the 
ribald jests and to fortify their asser¬ 
tions by profane oaths. Nor is He 
likely to be found in the maelstrom 
of peculative business, or in any at¬ 
mosphere where selfishness and ma¬ 
terialism predominate. If you would 
see Jesus, go to His Word, His 
church, His throne of grace in prayer 
ask where He dwells, then go to see 
Him. 

Third.—These two men stayed in 
the society of Jesus for a day ; then 
Andrew went after his brother Simon 
with the glad news. “We have found 
the Christ! ” And now behold the 
wise leading of Providence. An¬ 
drew was of little account, so far as 
Scripture tells us, but he introduced 
to his Master, one who was to be the 
great Apostle Peter, the first leader 
of the Christian church, after the 
Lord Himself, Oh, little Christian ! 
never say that you can do nothing 
for the great cause ! It may be pos¬ 
sible for you to bring into the ser¬ 
vice some one greater than yourself. 
Have you ever invited any one to 
Christ ? 

Fourth.—The next day Jesus calls 
Philip to follow Him. “Yes, Master 
but let me bring another.” So he 
goes to Nathaniel with_the glad news 
He asks the question “Can any good' 
come out of Nazareth ? ” Now, as 
Jesus called Nathaniel a man with, 
out guile, this question could not 
have been asked out of jealous spit e 
or a harsh judgment of the inhabit, 
ants of that village, His question 
implies that the people of Nazareth 
did not enjoy a savory reputation, 
(By the way, we Can see how Jesus 
even in Mis youth must have been 
opposed by the evil in His home vil¬ 
lage, If so, boys, the Christ can 
understand the evils that surround 
you.) Can any good person come 
out Of a bad locality ? Yes, Jesus 
from Nazareth and Lincoln from the 
“poor white trash” are but two of 
thousands Who, as the lily grows up 
put of the slime, have come up out 
of vile surroundings to be noble men 
and women. There is a great deal 
in good blood, there Is also much in 
the transforming power of Divine 
grace to purify and glorify a human 
soul, j 


• Fifth.—“Thou art an Israelite, 
without guile,” was Jesus’ greeting 
to Nathaniel. "Happy man to have 
such testimony from the truthful 
Master ! He did not mean that this 
man was perfect, but that he was 
honest, true, aboveboard. The un¬ 
derhanded, hypocritical character 
was the only one that received sharp 
rebuke from the lips of the Christ. 
Beware of it! We may err often, 
we may sin again and again but 
withal let us seek to be true, straight¬ 
forward, honest, and win for our¬ 
selves Christ’s commendation of Na¬ 
thaniel’s character. 

The teachings of the lesson, this 
week, in brief are : 

First.—The privilege and duty of 
leaving the lower to seek 1 the higher. 

Second.—Our Christ’s hearty in¬ 
vitation to come and see what He is, 
and what He has to offer us. 


Personal Influence Counts for Much 
in This Business, 

The fact mar lew ueu are versatile 
enough to iook. m two' uirecuono ai 
. once, explains wny bo man/ men 
make an utter raiiure of the miiic sell¬ 
ing ousmess. 'rne greatest cauoe or 
failure, according to my ouservauon, 
is too much tendency to expand. Good 
judgment is needed to fix the num- 
l ber of cows that should be kept and 
the amount of money that should be 
expended on wagons, horses and uten¬ 
sils. A man cannot succeed with 
toe .few cows and most men cannot 
make a success with a great number. 
To find the middle way and hold to 
it is the surest way to success, as 
that must depend cn the man’s capi¬ 
tal, the size of his route and the se¬ 
verity of the competition he must face 
■A company near a large city may suc¬ 
cessfully rim ,200 cows, but a man 
supplying customers in some village 
or town must be content sometimes 
with only twelve cows. • Theye are 
many dairies of from twelve to thirty 
Cows. It is safer for a man to have 
too few than too many. When a man 
has run a small dairy for some years 
and he finds he has made a good liv¬ 
ing out of it, he usually becomes 
restless and wants to accomplish 
something great. So he increases the 
number of his cows and soon awak¬ 
ens to the fact that he must also in- 
.rease the number of his hired men. 
The additional help is not needed for 
more than a fraction of; the time per¬ 
haps, but must be paid at full-time 
rates. This wasted labor is the first 
out-go that does not bring back its 
equivalent in. money. With the in¬ 
crease of cows and milk come other 
unexpected difficulties. One Is, that 
although he does all the delivering 
himself, the proprietor soon finds that 
he is unable to finish his morning 
route till very near noon and the cus¬ 
tomers complain and threaten to 
change milkmen. He thinks his only- 
alternative is to start another wagon 
with the second hired man as driver. 
So he invests in another wagon, hors¬ 
es, cans and the like and starts an¬ 
other route. This second expense is 
added to the other. As soon as he 
reaches this stage, he begins to see 
he is losing control of his trade—that 
is, the personnel begins to. change, 
especially that of the route he has 
confided to the hired man. Gradually 
the old customers drop off and new 
ones are secured till in the course of 
a few months the man that drives the 
other ( wagon has become a leading 
personality to the milk-takers. Per¬ 
sonal influence and acquaintance 
count immensely in this business. 


Third.—That we like those two 
men, have the privilege of dwelling 
with him, in order to find Him out. 

Fourth.—That a small Christian, 
may be able to win a greater life to 
the Master’s service, 

Fifth.—That the Christ knows 
about us and can read our character, 
as He did those disciples of John. 

Sixth—That the meanest place 
need not make and keep us mean, if 
we will seek the exalting influence of 
Christ’s society. 

Seventh.—That God sees our de¬ 
votions as He did Nathaniel’s under 
that fig tree, and as He promised 
him, has more and higher spiritual 
visions for us beyond. 


Tainted Milk. 

In nine cases out of ten the cause 
of Dad or laimea milk is due to tae 
dairyman’s negiect m handling his 
dairy. Dr. Gerber, uie Swiss scien¬ 
tist, gives the loilowing causes of bad 
or tainted milk: 

1. Poor, decayed fodder, or irra¬ 
tional methods of feeding. 

2. Poor, dirty water used for dr.nlc- 
ing water or for the washing of uten¬ 
sils. 

3. Fowl air in cow stable, or the 
cows lying in their own dung. 

4. Lack of cleanliness in milking; 
manure particles on udder. 

5. Keeping the milk long in too 
warm, poorly ventilated and dirty 
places. 

6. Neglecting to cool the milk rap¬ 
idly, directly after milking. 

7. Lack of cleanliness in the care 
of the milk, from which cause the 
greater number of milk taints arise. 

8. Poor transportation facilities, 

9. Sick cows, udder diseases, etc. 

10 Cows being in heat.

He mixes it with corn meal and 
wheat bran and the pigs and 
calves grow rapidly on it.,

industry have found it a source of 
profit to feed all their skim milk. 
There need be no waste by its sour¬ 
ing when fed from the separator,

Earthy Taste in Milk. 

The trouble of earthy taste in milk 
kept In the basement, can be over¬ 
come by putting in a good concrete 
or brick wall laid In good cement 
mortar, and finishing with coat of ce¬ 
ment plaster, one part cement to two 
parts sand, The room should also 
have a cement floor which may be of 
either grout or brick as recommended 
for the walls and finished With cement 
plaster, first coat One part cement to 
two or three parts sand, finishing coat 
pure cement. The floor should have a 
Slight incline from all points to a 
drain at one side or corner. Four 
inches of grout or one brick, if that 
material is used, is thickness enough 
for either walls or floor. The ground 
should be well packed before the floor 
is laid.

The inaugural address given by/ 
Governor William T. Cobb, last 
Thursday, was one of the most able 
addresses ever given by a chief 
magistrate of Maine. This is not a 
bouquet given by friend to friend, 
but a fact recognized and accepted 
by those of opposing faith. It con¬ 
tained much sound and wholesome 
advice for the legislators to whom it 
was addressed and if they give due 
•heed they will not go far amiss. 

Any who may have had any 
scruples concerning his position on 
the temperance question will do 
well to read very carefully the por¬ 
tion of his address which deals with 
.that subject. He characterizes it as 
the greatest issue which ever con¬ 
fronted the people of the State of 
Maine. He spoke with no uncertain 
sound, and every word, freighted 
with logic, force and conviction, fell 
upon attentive ears and went home, 
we trust, to minds that will act. 

Let every official in Maine take as 
noble a position in reference to this 
important issue as our chief execu¬ 
tive has taken, and we shall have a 
prohibition in Maine that does pro¬ 
hibit.

EXTRACT FROM GOV, COBB’S INAUGURAL 


ADDRESS, 


But I do not mean to close this 
address without speaking of a public 
question that lies very close to the 
heart and conscience of thousands 
of the men and women of this State, 
and one that should arid I believe 
does appeal to every law-abiding 
citizen for a prompt arid righteous 
settlement 

I refer to the existing prohibitory 
law, so-called, and to the condition 
of its practical non-enforcement in 
ifidtty of our Cities and towns. 1 
cannot diope 


sion new ideas, nor by the aid of un¬ 
familiar arguments to throw new 
light upon the cause I believe it my 
duty to sustain, but I can and do 
avail myself of this opportunity to 
ask you to look at the fundamental 
truths and facts of this question, 
stripped of the covering that preju¬ 
dice, partisanship and selfishness 
have inevitably and contiuously laid 
upon them, and to decide as citizens 
and legislators where your duties lie 
in the treatment of the greatest issue 
that ever confronted the people of 
this State. This is an appeal not for 
legislation but for the exercise of 
good citizenship; not for party ad¬ 
vantage, but for-public welfare. 

Here is a law that was placed up¬ 
on the Statute books in obedience to 
the voters’ commands. Its main ob¬ 
ject and purpose was to improve the 
condition of society by limiting the 
opportunities to gratify an appetite 
whose possession may be one of the 
frailties of human nature. Its most 
earnest advocate never believed that 
it would entirely eradicate the 
evils against which i,t was direct-' 
ed, but once a law, they had the right 
—and they have it still—to expect 
that' its enforcement would be at¬ 
tempted by sworn officials with the 
same energy, persistency and honesty 
that generally characterize the action 
of such officials in enforcing other 
laws. Has this always been done ? 
Every intelligent citizen knows it 
has not, and that in this statement 
is contained the reasons for past and 
present difficulties and the sugges¬ 
tion for a remedy. 

A wholesome respect for law is 
the natural heritage of the people of 
Maine. A very large majority of 
those who favor the maintenance 
and enforcement of the prohibitory 
law do so because they believe that 
in that law is provided the best 
method of repressing and correcting 
an undoubted evil. They are nor 
wedded to it as such, alone, but ad¬ 
vocate it simply because in their 
judgment it is the best available 
means to accomplish a certain and, 
necessary end. They form the ele¬ 
ment in our body-politic that placed 
the law on the Statute books and 
keeps it there. These people are 
not fanatics. They are law-abiding, 
reasonable and sincere, would be the 
last to claim infallibility and the first 
to respond to a sound suggestion for 
civic progress. But above all they 
respect law and realize that in its; 
general and ready observance lies 1 
the hope and promise of good govern- j 
ment. Their position briefly stated 
is this ; they beli4ve first that the' 
prohibitory law furnishes a practical i 
method of lessening the sale and I 
consequent use of intoxicating 
liquors, and second that inasmuch 
as that Jaw is on our Statute books,! 
it should be enforced with vigor, de- j 
termination and uniformity, The j 
moral strehgth of their position lies j 
in the fact that they are contending! 
not for {he adoption of a law, but for 
the enforcement of one already in 
existence. As to the first declara¬ 
tion, there is an honest difference 
Of opinion among our people ; as to 
the second there ought to be abso¬ 
lute unanimity. 

The estimate in which the pro¬ 
hibitory law is held in certain parts' 


of the State, and by many of our citi¬ 
zens, is working an incalculable in¬ 
jury to the forces that make "for law 
and order. A disrespect and disre¬ 
gard for all law is being nurtured 
that if allowed to grow unchecked 
and unassailed- will weaken and de¬ 
stroy the very foundation of good 
government. • 

In reply to these assertions it may 
be urged that all these conditions 
would be improved if the law could 
be repealed or even resubmitted to 
the people. But such answer is 
based wholly upon conjecture, and 
there are sound political reasons 
against such a course. The ques¬ 
tion has become to be the most im¬ 
portant one in the politics of the 
State, and the dominant party is 
committed to the maintenance and 
enforcement of this law, If party pro¬ 
fessions are entitled to confidence,and 
if the votes of a very, considerable 
majorty oif our citizens—registered 
as I believe in large part upon this 
particular proposition—furnish any: 
indication of their wishes 1 ,' by what ] 
code of political ethics can the rep- j 
resentatives of that party justify 
themselves in favoring now any 
policy other than that of maintain¬ 
ing and enforcing this law ? 

If the people of Maine ever 
abandon or materially change the 
prohibitory law, it will be done only 
after they have seen it enforced 
honestly and uniformly, in the same 
reasonable and persistent manner 
that other laws are enforced, and 
after they have been convinced that 
such enforcement has actually failed 
to accomplish the desired end. En¬ 
forcement may cause the law to be 
changed, but non-enforcement never. 

This question . has reached 'that 
stage of discussion and treatment 
where differences of opinion as to 
the wisdom of the law itself should 
be allowed to embarrass the situation 
no longer. This law must be en¬ 
forced in order that all law may be 
vindicated, and to the performance 
of this duty every man, irrespective 
of party, but united in the interests 
of good citizenship, may well direct 
his energy and influence. The task 
is not an easy one, and the practical 
difficulties that stand in the way of 
its accomplishment should be neither 
ignored nor underestimated ; but an 
aroused and determined public senti¬ 
ment standing for order and respect 
of law can enforce officials to do 
their duty, or failing in this can fill 
their places with those who will. 

In conclusion, gentlemen, permit 
me to express the hope that your 
serviced here will be satisfactory to 
yourselves and beneficial L the State, 
and to assure you of my earnest de¬ 
sire to co-operate with you to that 
end.

To Make Puff Paste. 

One who is subject to rheumatism 
and neuralgia ought not to make puff 
paste for she will be sure to pay a 
penalty for doing so. In the first 
place all the materials must be cold; 
then the butter must be washed and 
worked until waxy and free from 
buttermilk. To do this dip the hands 
in as hot water as can be borne and 
then into very cold water. Have 
ice cold water for washing the butter. 
Work it in the water until it is free 
from salt and milky looking spots 
which are buttermilk. Then spread 
on the palm of one hand and srike it 
with the other. When it is too flat 
fold over and pat again. It is ready 
to use as soon as no water flies off. 

The salt in butter, as made for the 
table, retards the rising of puff paste. 
This kind of paste must be chilled, 
if it appears greasy while being fold¬ 
ed and rolled the seven times or 
more that fine cooks believe neces¬ 
sary. Each folding of the sheet of 
paste encloses air and the more dis¬ 
tinct layers there are the more flaky 
and light it will be when baked. 
Instead of rolling the paste hard, or 
pounding it, use a light, short stroke 
with the rolling pin, going rapidly 
over the surface. When rolled thin, 
fold the paste in three folds one way, 
then turn and fold in three layers 
again; It is then ready to pat out 
again. 

The general rule for puff paste is 
one cup of butter to two cups of sift¬ 
ed pastry flour and just enough ice 
water to mix hard. The hard butter 
is added in several small pats, rolled 
out thin and laid on the sheet of 
dough which has been shortened a 
trifle with a rounding spoonful of the 
butter rubbed into the flour. Puff 
paste is almost wasted for under 
crusts because the filling prevents 
rising, but for top crusts, rims and 
garnishes It is so fluffy that it almost 
seems worth the effort of making,

The weather was hot 
and 1 had only two horses with which 
to cut twenty-four acres. Every hour 
one of the boys brought a bucket of 
fresh water from the well and in a 
little over two days the wheat was in 
the shock and the condition of my 
horse greatly improved. Water for 
the men is also very necessary.

If our 
water was not so good we would keep 
a jar of ice water at hand Prepared 
drinks such as root beer, cider and 
oatmeal water, buttermilk, vinegar 
and molasses-water and other mix¬ 
tures are often recommended but we 
have no use for anything but pure cold 
water and plenty of it.

Science In Beekeeping. 

The science of bee-keeping has ad¬ 
vanced so rapidly within the past few 
years that apiarists who keep bees in 
box hives or in any kind of liives 
without" movable frames are scarce. 
However, it frequently happens that 
for want of supplies or when only a 
few bees are kept fth occasional swarm 
is hived in an old box. Before much 
profit emt be derived from such a col¬ 
ony it is necessary to transfer the 
bees. Sometimes practical beekeep¬ 
ers find isolated colonies in otld- 
sliaped hives which can he purchased 
very cheaply. By transferring into the 
regulation hive in use in the apiary a 
good, working colony can be made. 
In any case the work of transferring 
can be done to advantage either early 
in spring before much honey or brood 
are in tile combs or after the hive has 
cast a swarm when but few bees are 
to bo handled. The latter plan is bet¬ 
ter In so far as there is less trouble 
from robber bees at tbe busy season.
